Mr. President, throughout this 


discussion 
we have heard m any 


and 
varied com m ents upon the 


m agnitude of Texas. 
Some sena­ 


tors 
have expressed a friendly 


solicitude th a t we would some day 


avail 
ourselves of the privilege 
accorded to us by the resolution 
u nder which we were adm itted to 
th e Union and divide our state into 
five. 
O ther .senators have seemed 
to th in k it a ground of ju st com ­ 
plaint th a t I have considered it m y 
duty to oppose the consolidation 
of two Territories into one State 
without advocating a division of 
Texas. 
T he same reasons which 
will satisfy o u r solicitous friends 
th a t their hope for a division of 
Texas can 
never be realized will 
also relieve me from the charge of 
inconsistency which has more than 
once been insinuated against m e in 


the course of this debate. 
lf Texas had contained a po p u ­ 
lation in 1845 sufficient 
to have 
justified 
her 
adm ission as 
five 
States, it is m y opinion th a t she 
would have been so Admitted then, 


1 because the all-absorbing slavery 
question-w hich, happily no longer 
vexes us, b u t which com pletely 
dom inated 
Am erican 
politics at 
that tim e— would have led to that 
result. 
I will even go further than 
th a t, and I will say th a t if Texas 
were now five States, there would 
not be five m en in either State who 
would seriously propose their con­ 
solidation into one 
But, sir, T exas 
was not divided in the beginning; 
T exas is not 
divided 
now, and 
under the providence of God she 
will not be divided until the end of 
tim e. 
Her position is exceptional 
a n d excites within the m inds of all 
her citizens a ju st and natural 
pride.
